UP) — Gen. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower has com­ 
pleted his tou r of Eu rope’s Atlan­ 
tic Pact nations with one su re 
find ing—the job of bu ild ing a d e­ 
fense will be bru tally hard —bu t 
possible. 
This correspond ent . has mad e 
the. same tou r, cov ered the same 
nations, and has talk ed to some 
of the people Gen. Eisenhower 
has seen and to some he has not. 
Same Pro po sitio n 
Eisenhower, pau sing now in 
Paris before he flies tomorrow to 
Iceland , Canad a and Washington, 
so far hat presented to each cou n­ 
try rou ghly the same proposition. 
He has told each one: 
-1. The risk of Ru ssian aggres­ 
sion, either by d iplomatic pres­ 
su re or troops, is great. Ru ssian 
aggression means the end of 
ev ery thing 
western 
civ ilization 
represents.

2. America is arming, ex pen­ 
siv ely and fast 
8. America will help Eu rope 
arm. What is the max imu m Eu ­ 
rope can contribu te? 
The answer in each case—with 
the possible ex ception of Britain 
—has not been enou gh to satisfy 
the man who mu st mak e western 
defense work . 
Oppo ses Spending 
The hard fact Is that most of 
western Eu rope d oesn’t want to. 
spend money and most of it is 
scared . : 
The west Eu ropeans d on't want 
to spend money becau se, in each 
case, it mean? giv ing u p a" lot of 
bacon, cars ana shoes they only 
lately hav e again after long y ears 
of priv ation d u ring and after 
World War H. 
They are scared becau se they 
k now war may start before the 
United States, Britain and France 
—the cou ntries which really can 
d o something—are strong enou gh 
to a ct.. 
Officials of the little nations 
hav e ind icated any rearmament 
they may get going now wou ld 
only inv ite retaliation from Ru s 
sia If the Red s d e&d ed to sweep 
ov er Eu rope soon. 
Eisenhower has answered that 
each nation mu st d o its u tmost. 
If one nation hangs back , an­ 
other will u se that as an ex cu se 
to hang back .

If they all hang back , the U. S.

And what has Gen. Eisenhow 
er’s v isit d on? to cou nteract the 
fear scare?

There is no hard answer. A fair 
estimate is that it has helped 
mu ch. Long before Gen. Eisen­ 
hower was appointed , this corre 
spond ent talk ed to a nu mber of 
Eu ropean lead ers abou t the war- 
scare bu siness and their answer 
was mainly this:

Co-Op of Peach Glen, Pa., the 
largest ex isting apple processing 
organization of the cou ntry , was 
read to the society by D. M. 
Dalry mple, 
secretary - treasu rer. 
Knou se was u nable to attend the 
meeting becau se of illness. 
“If the problems of mark eting 
farm prod u cts are not sou nd ly 
solv ed , it may v ery well wreck 
ou r 
whole 
economy ," 
Knou se 
stated . 
Resu lt to Be Same 
“On the other hand , if growers 
tu rn to gov ernment for assist­ 
ance, and if we simply ad d the 
fanner's loss to the national 
d ebt, it may tall? a little longer, 
bu t the end resu lt will be the 
same," he theorized , 
In his prepared talk , Knou se 
said he k new of no instance ou t­ 
sid e of agricu ltu re where persons 
embark on a . prod u ction effort 
“withou t at the same time bu ild ­ 
ing 
a 
mark eting 
organization 
right along with the prod u ction 
effort. 
Prod u ction people in all 
other field s hav e correlated pro­ 
d u ction and mark eting in ord er 
to bu ild a sou nd bu siness." 
In 40 y ears ex perience, Knou se 
said he observ ed that the only 
really prosperou s y ears for apple 
growers hav e been the y ears when 
the nation was engaged in war 
and Vie y ears of short crops. He 
noted that in y ears of good apple 
crops, there is alway s a shortage 
of pick ers with the resu lt that 
part of the crop mu st be d u mped 
on the mark et at low prices in or 
d er to av oid loss d u e to allowing 
The apples to become ov er-ripe. 
Can’t Blame Mid d lemen 
Knou se warned against placing 
aH the blame on the so-called 
mid d lemen. “They perhaps are d o­ 
ing as good a job as they can be 
ex pected to d o u nd er the circu m­ 
stances. They k now that the far­ 
mer d oes not protect his mark et 
. . .and they hav e to work von 
v ery close margins and hav e to 
play the game ju st as safely as 
they k now how to play it," he 
stated .

A heav ily -armed patrol with 
tank s blazed throu gh Hoengsong, 
10 miles north of Wonju , and 
pu shed on to? within 33 miles of 
the 38 th Parallel before with­ 
d rawing, a field d ispatch said . 
It was the farthest northward 
ad v ance by any allied force since 
Seou l, the Korean capital, was 
aband oned . On the way back the 
task iorce was engaged by a com­ 
pany of enemy troops. The Red s 
retreated with heav y casu alties. 
The Han riv er town of Yongwol 
sou theast of Wonju fell to allied 
attack after an air and artillery 
bombard ment. 
The captu ring force was not 
id entified . Howev er, the U. S. Sev ­ 
enth Div ision, only American force 
to reach the' Manchu rian bord er in 
the Korean war, has been operat­ 
ing sou th of the Tu ngsten mining 
town. 
Planes, Arillery Help 
A.P. Correspond ent Tom Stone 
said the attack ing force d rov e 
across the ice-cov ered Han riv er 
after an intense air and artillery 
barrage. 
The su rprised Red s fled , leav ing 
only light opposition. 
In the air, swift U. S. F-84 
Thu nd erjets d amaged three Ru s­ 
sian-bu ilt MIG-15s in northwest 
Korea. First reports had claimed 
one enemy jet shot d own bu t the 
Fifth Air Force later rev ised its 
toll. 
Between 16 and 20 MIGs flash­ 
ed across the Yalu riv er and at­ 
tack ed the American Thu nd erjets. 
The American planes fou ght clear 
withou t d amage, as they d id Tu es­ 
d ay when the swift Thu nd erjets 
shot d own three and possibly fou r 
MIGs and d amaged three others.

It will k ill and incapacitate 
more and more enemy troops. 
Why not ju st sit tight and let win­ 
ter d o ou r fighting? he ask ed . 
Secretary of Defense Marshall, 
in testify ing y esterd ay before the 
Hou se Armed Serv ices Committee 
on u niv ersal serv ice training leg­ 
islation, said General MacArthu r 
will need 15,000 replacements a 
month and it will be April before 
his d iv isions can be bu ilt u p to 
what Marshall called “normal 
strength.” (The normal strength 
of an American Army infantry d i­ 
v ision is, abou t 18,000 men.) 
Tak en alone, Marshall’s state­ 
ment wou ld raise seriou s q u es­ 
tions abou t the ability of U.N. 
forces to hold off the hu nd red s 
of thou sand s of Chinese and 
North Korean sold iers array ed 
against them.

This correspondent .h ts made 
the same tour, covered the same 
nations, and has talked to some 
of the people Gen. Eisenhower 
has seen and to some he has not. 
Same Proposition 
Eisenhower, 
pausing 
now 
in 
Paris before he flies tomorrow to 
Iceland, Canada and Washington, 
so far has presented to each coun­ 
try roughly the same proposition. 
He has told each one: 
-I. The risk of Russian aggres­ 
sion, either by diplomatic pres­ 
sure or troops, is great. Russian 
aggression 
means 
the 
end 
of 
everything 
western 
civilization 
represents. 
2. America is arming, expen­ 
sively and fast 
3. America will help Europe 
arm. What is the maximum Eu­ 
rope can contribute? 
The answer in each case—with 
the possible exception of Britain 
—has not been enough to satisfy 
the man who must make western 
defense work. 
Opposes Spending 
The hard fact is that moat of 
western Europe doesn’t want to 
spend money and most of it is 
scared. 
The west Europeans don't want 
to spend money because, in each 
case, it means giving up a' lot of 
bacon, cars and shoes they only 
lately have again after long years 
of privation during and after 
World W ar II. 
They are scared because they 
know war may start before the 
United States, Britain and France 
—the countries which really can 
do something—are strong enough 
to act. 
Officials of the little nations 
have indicated any rearmament 
they may get going now would 
only invite retaliation from Rus­ 
sia if the Reds deeded to sweep 
over Europe soon. 
Eisenhower has answered that 
each nation must do its utmost. 
If one nation hangs back, an­ 
other will use that as an excuse 
to hang back. And here it the 
kicker— 
If they all hang back, the U. S. 
Congress will not vote the money 
to send arms and troops to Eu­ 
rope. 
That argument has a sting in 
it. 
And w hit has Gen. Eisenhow­ 
er’s visit done to counteract the 
fear scare? 
No Valuation of Tour 
There is no hard answer. A fair 
estimate is that it has helped 
much. Long before Gen. Eisen­ 
hower was appointed, this corre­ 
spondent talked to a number of 
European leaders about the war- 
scare business and their answer 
was mainly this: 
"When 
the 
United 
States 
names a commander to direct re­ 
armament and sends troops to 
Europe, then we will begin to 
have confidence." 
That 
commander 
now 
has 
come. He is known to everybody. 
His buoyancy, his established suc­ 
cess as a general and his big 
smile have had a noticeable ef­ 
fect. 
It is this confidence he has 
tried to instill Into officials—po­ 
litical and military—to whom he 
has talked. Undoubtedly he has

Patrol Goes Within 
33 Miles of Line; 
Reds9 Losses 
Are Heavy

troops slashed more than IO miles 
beyond Wonju on the central Ko­ 
rean front today and to the south­ 
east recaptured the key mountain 
town of Yongwol. 
A 
heavily-armed 
patrol with 
tanks blazed through Hoengsong, 
IO miles north of Wonju, and 
pushed on to ? within 33 miles of 
the 38th Parallel before with­ 
drawing, a field dispatch said. 
It was the farthest northward 
advance by any allied force since 
Seoul, the Korean capital, was 
abandoned. On the way back the 
task force was engaged by a com­ 
pany of enemy troops. The Reds 
retreated with heavy casualties. 
The Han river town of Yongwol 
southeast of Wonju fell to allied 
attack after an air and artillery 
bombardment. 
The capturing force was not 
identified. However, the U. S. Sev­ 
enth Division, only American force 
to reach the' Manchurian border in 
the Korean war, has been operat­ 
ing south of the Tungsten mining 
town. 
Planes, Ari Ile ry Help 
A.P. Correspondent Tom Stone 
said the attacking force drove 
across the ice-covered Han river 
after an intense air and artillery 
barrage. 
The surprised Reds fled, leaving 
only light opposition. 
In the air, swift U. S. F-84 
Th underjets damaged three Rus­ 
sian-built MIG-15s in northwest 
Korea. First reports had claimed 
one enemy jet shot down but the 
Fifth Air Force later revised its 
toll. 
Between 16 and 20 MIGS flash­ 
ed across the Yalu river and at­ 
tacked the American Thunder jet s. 
The American planes fought clear 
without damage, as they did Tues­ 
day when the swift Thunderjets 
shot down three and possibly four 
MIGS and damaged three others.

Corning Is Asked to Assist 
On State Manpower Angle 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 24 Lf*)—Tne 
Dewey administration sought help 
today from 
a leader 
of 
the 
O’Connell 
Democratic 
organiza­ 
tion on how to soften manpower 
draft provisions in the governor’s 
war-regimentation program. 
But, 
Albany Mayor 
Erastus 
Corning doubts if he can help 
much. He’s flatly opposed to giv­ 
ing Dewey any authority now to 
conscript manpower for part-time 
civil defense assignments. 
Corning says the conscription 
provisions should be eliminated 
from the administration’s bill. 
He favors an intensive drive for 
volunteer workers. If that fails, 
he 
says, 
then the 
legislature 
should be called into special ses­ 
sion to authorize a draft. 
Coming voiced strong opposition 
to the conscription proposals yes­ 
terday at a closed meeting of muni­ 


cipal officials with Lt. Gov. Frank 
C. 
Moore, 
the 
administration’s 
trouble-shooter on the controver­ 
sial defense emergency bill. 
Moore asked Coming and a few 
other 
local 
representatives 
to 
work with Dewey’s counsel, Law­ 
rence E. Walsh, on a modified con­ 
scription provision. 
The lieutenant governor later 
mentioned an “automatic” provi­ 
sion. under which the conscription 
powers would be authorized but 
withheld from use until such time 
as a volunteer system failed to 
produce enough 
personnel. 
He 
spoke of standby draft powers 
without 
additional 
legislative 
action. 
Coming accepted the invitation 
to try to work out standby con­ 
scription powers for Dewey and a 
state defense council.

U. S. Attitude, He Feels, 
Might End Gvilized 
Approach 


New Delhi, India, Jan. 24 UPI 
—Prime Minister Nehru of In­ 
dia, in a broadcast bristling with 
criticism of the United State*" 
policy in Asia, called tonight for 
a conference of major powers to 
discuss world problems, "instead 
of talking at each other across 
thousands of miles." 
"It is clear that enough hat 
been said on both sides for ne­ 
gotiation in a conference to bo 
the next fruitful step," Nehru 
said.

The Indian leader contended 
the American proposal to nam# 
Communist China an aggressor 
in Korea—a policy backed 
by 
both Houses of the U. S. Congree* 
—‘‘cannot 
lead 
to 
peace. 
ho 
said. 
’Can't Lead to Peace* 
‘I t can only lead to Intensifica­ 
tion of conflicts and might per­ 
haps close the door to any at­ 
tempt at solution by negotiation. 
It is a tremendous responsibility 
for any person to take such a 
step. At no time should this door 
be closed, for if we close it. wo 
also close the door to a civilized 
approach to any problem." 
Nehru’s broadcast marked hi* 
return from the London meeting 
of prime ministers of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Great 
Britain also is opposing any plans 
to impose U.N. penalties against 
the Red Chinese as aggressors. 
Place for China Urged 
In reference to American oppo­ 
sition 
to Jhe seating of Red 
China in 
the United Nations, 
Nehru said: 
"For the past year or more we 
persistently 
urged 
new 
China 
should be given a place in the 
councils of the world at Lake 
Success. 
Yet this has not been 
done and most people realize now 
that the fate of the world might 
well have been different if that 
obvious fact had been recognized. 
"There has been a reluctance 
and hesitation to accept the great 
change that has come over Asia. 
There still is an attempt some­ 
times to treat the great nations 
of Asia in the old way.” 
Changes in Asia have upset the 
balance of pow’er, Nehru said, 
adding: 
"Because the United Nations 
did not recognize it, the diffi­ 
culties 
arose and 
continue 
to 
trouble us.”

"Again there was the question 
of crossing the 38th parallel in 
Korea. 
"Adequate notice and warning 
was given, but it was not heeded, 
and further complications ensued. 
"Can we not say now. wiser 
after the event, that this is a 
major error which should have 
been avoided?" 
At no point in his address did 
Nehru refer to the United State* 
by name. 
Supporting what he called Com­ 
munist 
China’s 
desire 
for

peaceful settlement.*Nehru said: 
"The 
information 
I 
received 
from our ambassador in Peiping 
convinced me that the people! 
government of China are eager 
to have negotiations for a settie- 
men of Korean and other prob­ 
lems of the Far East. Their reply 
to the resolutions of the political 
committee of the United Nation* 
embodying certain principles wa* 
considered by some people as a re­ 
jection of those principles. 
After 
the closest scrutiny I wa* totally 
unable to understand this criti­ 
cism. 
'Partial Acceptance* 
"That reply was a partial ac­ 
ceptance of those principles and 
certain further suggestions w ert 
made which were obviously meant 
to be discussed. 
"Subsequent . to 
this, 
further 
clarification haa come from th# 
Chinese government, and this ha* 
made it even more clear that they 
are desirous of negotiations for 
peace in the Far East." 
Nehru appealed to “the great

Lusting peace is mankind's greatest dream. 
In war, and o ut, the go al is nev er lo st sight 
o f. No ble ex periments, like the League o f 
Natio ns and the United Natio ns, are begun 
in its lisx ne. 
\ 
When war threatens,, the magic o f tlje 
wo rd "peace” is inv o ked with especial fer 
v o r o n many sides. Understandably —since 
o nly the mo st diabo lic o f men co nscio usly 
plunge the glo be into the ho lo caust o f war. 
But in the tense day s o n the appro aches 
to the aby ss, certain catego ries o f men co me 
to fed that so meho w they are the particular 
guardians o f peace. They co me to believ e 
that they rev ere it and desire it mo re than 
mo st o thers. 
In the struggle against Russian co mmu­ 
nism, Prime Minister Nehru o f India sees 
himseif jn such a ro le. He talks and acts 
as if respo nsible men in o ther free natio ns 
do no t. want peace and are actually co m­ 
mitted to war. 
He declares in effect t that the task o f the 
ho no rable peacelo v er is to stand alo o f, fro m 
the "so rdid” co nflict between East and West, 
to keep fro m beco ming entangled in it He 
sees the true seeker after peace as a media 
to r, a co mpro miser o f this stsuggle. 
No o ne wo uld wish fo r an instant to de­ 
tract fro m Nehru’s idealism, o r fro m the 
high principles which 'mo tiv ate? any sincere 
adv o cate o f peace. ; But it is apparent that 
he, and many o f his kind, do no t appreciate 
the essepce o f memiingful peace. 
Peace is no t simply the absence o f sho o t 
ing. No r is it no n-v io lence purchased at the 
price o f surrender o f the wo rld’s flnest ldeals 
o f freedo m and fulfillment Yo u do no t medi­ 
ate o r co mpro mise withjrairder. No r do y o u 
bend y o ur knee abjectly befo re naked, brutal 
aggressio n.

Peace that y ields all po wer to ev Q fo rces 
Is no t'the go al mankind seeks. War is a fab­ 
ric o f imspeakable ho rro rs, but it is better 
than a peace which cro wns ev il as the v icto r. 
The kind o f peace that men all aro und the 
glo be y earn fo r can hav e no taint o f subser­ 
v ience to ev il. Real peao e has v ery special 
qualities. 
It is based, first o f all, upo n internatio nal 
justice. That's a mo uthful o ur statesmen 
o ften utter but do n't bo ther to ex plain. What 
it means is that peace, to hav e lasting wo rth, 
must pro v ide a fair pro spect .o f self-fulfill­ 
ment fo r all natio ns and all peo ples. Oppres­ 
sio n o r slav ery o r degradatio n in any co mer 
o f the earth menace the structure o f peace. 
Peace is fo unded, to o , o n so und principles 
o f internatio nal mo rality . It is no t the pro d­ 
uct o f immo ral trading with an ev il enemy . 
It is no t the pro dcteto f po litical deals with 
to talitarian farce. Such deals are no t steps 
to peace, Mr. Nehru. They are no n-military 
v icto ries fo r the enemy o f peace. 
A real peace is no t static. It is no t a v acuum. 
It is a po sitiv e thing. It must be waged with 
the same v igo r as war. Its fundamental 
qualities must be guarded jealo usly if and 
when they are achiev ed. 
Indeed, there are tin** when free man 
must be willing to fight fo r that kind o f 
peace, co ntraditio n tho ugh this may seem.

Franklin H. Goodwin and E. N. Collins, in 
Cleveland Clinic Quarterly, state that in a series 
investigated, 75 per cent of the 726 consecutive pa­ 
tients were 50 years of age or over, and 65 per cent 
were overweight. In addition to the distress across 
the abdomen, some patients suffered with nausea 
and vomiting and some with diarrhea (irritable 
colon) and a considerable number (121) had some 
real or organic disease of the stomach or gall 
bladder. 
Now the fact that there were so many cases bf 
organic disease present with diverticulosis should 
not frighten these patients who have an irritable 
colon. It should, however, cause them to agree to 
an X-ray examination of the whole digestive tract. 
Treatment of' these cases of diverticulosis con­ 
sists first of trying to prevent future complications. 
Binational upsets and physical and mental exhaus­ 
tion should be avoided. Small weekly or bi-weekly 
doses of barium sulphate (two ounces in glass of 
buttermilk) may be given as this substance gets 
into the diverticuli (pockets), seals them over and 
prevents purification of waste matter. 
The diet 
should be free of seeds, skin and coarse fibres, and 
there should be plenty of rest within the 14 hours, 
plenty of fluids and regular bowel movements.

stools are hard, a three-ounce oil enema should be 
placed in bowel before retiring and left overnight.

To cut the cost of meat in your 
menu, double your interest in new 
recipes that extend meat and use 
less expensive cuts. * These three 
will help. 
They use round steak 
and lamb shanks. 
Brailed Dinner Beef Patties 
(Serves t Ie 4) 
One pound ground round steak, 
I teaspoon salt, bi cup chopped 
onion, I tablespoon Worcester­ 
shire sauce, bi cup butter or for­ 
tified margarine. 
Combine ground steak, salt and 
onion 
thoroughly. 
Shape 
into 
patties ltt inches thick. Place on 
aluminum foil on broiler pan or 
rub the pan with fat and omit 
foil. Place the pan with the sur­ 
face of the meat about 3 inches 
from a hot broiler flame.

tive-killing, cradle-to-the-grave so­ 
cial security takes away the fears.

insecurity. 
With 
these things surrounding us, it is 
easy to get careless about thrift. 
But saving is still mighty im 
portant. 
So I say earnestly that 
all 
people 
with 
assets 
priced 
higher than they were when they 
were bought should evaluate these 
assets carefully. 
Profits can be 
savings. It just takes courage to 
cash them in. And stock market 
profits can be very illusive. 
When they are realized they can 
be used to annihilate debt, to es 
tablish non-fluctuating long-term 
values, to set up plans that only 
ready cash can accomplish.

The stock market seems to be a 
happy hunting ground. Specula­ 
tors thrive on bull markets and, 
thanks to the growing distrust of 
the integrity of the dollar, they 
are having their innings. 
There are scores of different 
classes of 
capitalists 
who 
are 
keenly, interested in stock .price 
Syrations. Today I wish to ad- 
ress myself to those thousands of 
investors who have substantial 
equity profits and whose financial 
houses are not in order. 
The market averages are Vt a 
20-year high. This means that 
most stockholders have profits 
and some capital gains are hand­ 
some. Now it is usually true that 
many buying and selling problems 
could be easily solved if these 
problems were considered in the 
light of the goals to be achieved. 
Fdr example, a person with a 
$10,000 mortgage on his home and 
a cashable $10,000 stock market 
profit shouldn’t be allowed 
any 
rest until he has made plans to 
have the gains cancel out. the debt. 
And this principle goes for thou­ 
sands of people. 
Then, there Are great numbers 
of persons carrying too little in­ 
surance. Anyone who, in 
these 
days of high stock prices, has 
shares worth IO times as much as 
his insurance estate, should do 
something about it immediately. 
I refer to those individuals who 
have perhaps $2,000 worth of life 
insurance and $20,000 worth 
of 
Stocks. 
Granted, today our dollars are 
inflated. But America will not al­ 
ways have inflation. Reading these 
lines will bcf many men 35/to 40 
years of age whose insurance pro­ 
grams, based on their other assets, 
are pathetic. 
And, with the way the dollar is 
going the last thing they would 
think about at the present time is 
to take $1,000 
or 
lush 
stock 
market profits and throw them 
into a $25,000-$35,000 endowment 
insurance policy. Yet that is pre­ 
cisely what should be done. 
A $1,000 casy-come stock mar­ 
ket profit may be too lightly con­ 
sidered in 1951 but if it is used in 
setting up a 1951-1976 $25,000 in­ 
surance program, it can become 
the bulwark of a person’s eco­ 
nomic life. 
Lush moneys flowing 
into sound channels, cab give 
poise and direction to those given 
to waste and extravagance. 
It would be a wonderful thing 
for America in 1951 if a billion 
dollars of capital stock market 
gains could be siphoned off into 
insurance policies. 
That would 
mean that 1,000,000 persons each 
could take $1,000 and set up 
something sound on a long term 
base. 
Is the potential there to do 
this? 
Why, there are billions 
upon billions of dollars of capital 
gains 
available 
for 
this. 
The. 
shares of a dozen leading corpo­ 
rations have gone up and up. 
Gains of 200, 300, 400Vc in recent 
years are common. And the trag­ 
edy-of this situation may be that 
in the future these large potential 
gains may have blinded their pos­ 
sessors against the need of long 
term anti-deflation protection. 
Saving is one of America’s 
toughest Jobs today. 
Living ex­ 
penses are high, taxes are incen­ 
tive-killing, cradle-to-the-grave so­ 
cial security takes away the fears. | 
of 
economic 
insecurity. 
With 
these things surrounding us, it is 
easy to get careless about thrift. 
But saving is still mighty im­ 
portant. So I say earnestly that 
all 
people with 
assets 
priced 
higher than they were when they 
were bought should evaluate these 
assets carefully. 
Profits can be 
savings. It just takes courage to 
cash them in. And stock market 
profits am be very illusive. 
When they are realized they can 
be used to annihilate debt, to es­ 
tablish non-fiuctu^ting long-term 
values, to set up plans that only 
ready cash can accomplish. 
Let 
the 1951 happy hunting ground 
stock market do wonders for 
thousands of people.

He started his career as an 
amateur at the age of 15 and 
after winning about 20 matches 
in a row. he took a crack at box­ 
ing but his family nixed a ring 
career and he returned to his 
first love—wrestling. 
Becker made his professional 
debut at the age of 21 as a light 
heavyweight 
at 
the Ridgew’ood 
Grove and then began to tour the 
United States and Canada, en­ 
gaging in about 700 bouts and 
winning 600 or more. 
Beet Carlton 
His most 
famous 
victim, of 
course, was the self same Lord 
Carlton whom he meets Satur­ 
day. Other victims were Bobby 
Bruns, Angelo Leone. Maurice La 
Chappell, Herbie Freeman and 
former world’s champion, Ed Don 
George. He paid a short visit to 
Mexico City where he defeated 
the famed Ignacio Martinez. 
Carlton, the English nobleman, 
was cut from a different cloth. 
A graduate of Oxford, he served 
as captain in the English Intel­ 
ligence Corps during the war, be­ 
ing stationed in Africa, India and 
the British East Indies. 
It was while serving in the 
British Army that he became in­ 
terested in wrestling and won the 
British heavyweight title. Later, 
in India, he wrestled the Indian 
champion,
